Clie United Stiife* Ambassador Hrttitf* 


an OvaUou at a Banquet. 


London, Jan. 7.—The Article club. 


«n association which is made up of 
tfce leading commercial firms of 
the 


country, the agents in London of the 
colonies, the heads of the government 
departments and many others inter- 
ested ia the commerce of the empire, 
gave a banquet at the Hotel Cecil, the 
United States ambassador, Mr. Bay- 
ard, being the guest of the evening. 


The Earl of Jersey, who succeeds 


the Earl of Winchelsea as president 
of the club, was chairman, and at the 
conclusion of the dinner he opened 
the proceedings. 


Cardinal Vaughan, archbishop of 


Westminster, proposed the toast to 
"the people of the United States" 
amid prolonged cheers. 
He said: 


"The United States and Great Britain 
have a common mission of civiliza- 
tion and Britons have extended to 
their American cousins the band of 
fellowship." 


Cardinal Vaughan proceeded with 


words of praise for Mr. Bayard's tact 
and kindliness ID the recent anxious 
period growing out of the Venezuelan 
dispute. The United States, he said, 
had often chosen worthy representa- 
tives in England, but never had a 
happier choice been made than that 
of Mr. Bayard. 


When Mr. Bayard arose to reply to 


this toast he received a 
tremendous 


ovation. He said: "I have sincerely 
tried to be faithful to my trust We 
look upon you as our English cousins 
and upon Canadians as our American 
half brothers. There is nothing in the 
growth of Canada but whst will 
awaken pride in a citizen of the Unit- 
ed States, There is not, and there 
ought not to be, any just obstruction 
between the United States. Great Brit- 
ain and Canada. There should be no 
divergence by sharp phrases and in- 
sults that sting longer than injuries." 


Referring in his usual strain to the 


relations between England and the 
United States, Mr. Bayard closed by 
saying: "it I have evoked the dis- 
pleasure of sime because I hare 
!--.;!;;;r.;. to preserve amity, I can not 
say that -I am very sorry. On the 
contrary I am rather grateful for the 
distinction. It is In BO spirit of defi- 
ance, but in a well considered spirit 
of gratitude, that I reflect that I have 
been able to bring the hands and 
hearts ot the two countries together. 
H that is my record, I shall carry it 
away and keep it wherever I go." 


The guests all rose in their places 


at the conclusion of the ambassador's 
speech, loudly cheering and waving 
their handkerchiefs. It was the great- 
est oration that has been tendered to 
Mr. Bayard.

There is a different 
one in each vegetable and variety 
of fruit, and all are deadly poisons. 
Nevertheless, it would be impossible 
to get a sufficient quantity into the 
stomach at a single meal to do even 
the slightest injury, and the gastric 
juice absorbs and renders harmless 
these poisons unfailingly. 


Tapioca is another food substance 


that contains poison. This has long 
been known. The fact was again 
called to the attention of scientists 
by Henry M. Stanley, who carried 
in his kit on one of his journeys in 
the dark continent a large quanti- 
ty of tapioca, and had the opportu- 
nity to detect the danger in its use 
when not properly prepared. Under 
proper conditions tapioca is not 
harmful, but poison is present in it 
in such a large quantity that many 
precautions shoiild be taien. 


Even beer has its portion of poi- 


son, a substance known as picro-tox- 
in. Lemon juice contains a virulent 
and dangerous element—citric acid 
—and in many of the lemon drops
